I recently picked up a copy of the subject transmitter and have a 
couple of questions: 


There is no indication as to the frequency range the unit is designed for. 
The TU-17-A plug in tuning unit covers 2000 to 3000 kc but I don't know 
how many tuning units were available. JI found a Radio Shack ad in a 1948 
QST that said they were easily converted to 80m. That would imply that 
there were no tuning units that covered ham bands (or maybe Radio Shack 
just didn't have any.) 


I have several surplus conversion manuals and none of them have the 
BC-223 in them. By the way, this unit is in excellent condition. It 
looks as though it never saw service. The TU-17 and main unit serial 
numbers match. The rig features AM, CW and MCW - about 25 watts. 


I'd like to put her back on the air (CW) and would like to avoid messing 
with the TU. Any help on a source for TUs that are in the ham bands

Definitely I have never seen a BA with so many bad micas. I have 
replaced 8 already and this is a 7 tube radio. The last four were the 
10Q0uuF ones in the IF cans. After their replacement the Pan Am is back 
to its former self picking up stations with the 7' telescopic antenna 
very nicely. Life has returned to the tuning eye after being able to 
tune those IFs to their intended 455khz frequency. What remains is the 
second SW band. Apparently one cap (another mica) in the osc. circuit is 
out of range (and I thought it was going to be easy). This radio is a no 
frills BC/SW set(no BFO,Meter,selectivity switch etc) probably designed 
originally for the household but repackaged for entertainment service in 
the Navy and maybe army. No wonder there is space in the chassis for the 
seven spares. The repackaging in the rugged metal case is what can let 
us give this set entrance into the BA category.

A Clough-Brengle model 280A beat frequency oscillator has risen to 
the top of the project pile. There was a lot of competition, so I 
imagine it had to really claw its way up there. 


Its a VFO that beats against a fixed frequency (2 MHz?) to give 0 
to 32 KC in one half turn of the main dial. Has a green eye tube 
above a control labelled Zero to the left of the frequency dial. 
To the right are two attenuators and some telephone-style dual and 
Single jacks. I suppose it was used for frequency sweep tests of 
telephone equipment, including better lines than the 3.5 KC cutoff 
POTS lines. Uses octal tubes. 


Asked Yahoo to find Clough-Brengle, and got 5 hits. 3 were from 
manual vendors known to this list for the same model, a 79E or 
somesuch. One was for another model (1117), and one for a list 
of all known electronic trade names. So, no joy from the net. 


Can anybody tell me something about Clough-Brengle equipment? 
Suggest a source for a manual? Know if it's worth fixing? 
I mean, it's worth fixing just to hear it sweep the audio 
spectrum in one half turn, but would anybody else want it?

Recently there has been some discussions about how the German Uboats were 
finding the ships to sink. I'd like to put some information on what reall was 
going on at the time. (Jack this might be too long and if you would like to 
kill it or save it for a slow day, It's your choice). 

I was 9 years old and living on the East coast when Germany marched into 
Poland. I turned 10 the next month, so much of this is my memory and things I 
have read since. 

Sept 1939, Germany attacks Poland. Poland is an ally of England so England 
declares war on Germany. Germany begins a sub campaign on all English 
shipping. 

In 1940 President Roosevelt meets with Churchill in Argentia, Nova Scotia at 
which time the US traded 50 old destroyers for base rights on British soil 
world wide in perptuity. That made us a party to Europe's War and a target of 
the subs. It didn't take them long before they began sinking them right off 
our coast. 

Their greatest asset was the Sky Glow from all our lights that silloetted the 
ships againts the horizon. It was like shooting ducks at a carnival. To 
counter this we on the East Coast and for a distance of about 100 miles 
inland we began a Brown-out. 

All window shades were changed to dark green. Streetlights were dimmed and 
deflectors installed to help lower the glow. A lot of this worked quite well 
until the US could develop a more sophisticated system. A sytem of radio 
direction finding tracking the transmissions from the subs themselves. The 
idea that the subs were tracking the oscillators of the ships radios wasn't 
very practical because steel ships act like a Faraday Shield and very little 
could get out. 

There is a lot more that could be said about this subject, and many books 
have been written, so I should end this now. I hope some of this information 
will be of help.

I 
understand the entire radio is stock. No mods, Depot or otherwise other 
than a Non-std pwr cord and all the modules are Motorola. I'm an extreme 
babe in the woods here as I have no experience inside radios, nor test 
equipment.

Hello 

Recently I put out a request for an 80 rectifier tube to repair a Gamble 
Skogmo 2 band receiver, and got two from a fello list member. I'm begining 
to realize why the 80 burned out in the first place. The original owner 
had replaced the power transformer with one whose secondary feeds the 
plates of the 80 with 400 vac (measured from ground) instead of the 
required 220 vac. He protected the rest of the radio by inserting a 4k ohm 
resister after the output of the 80. I figure I have two options... 


1 insert modifications to bring the output of the transformer down to a 
proper level. (not fond of this one). 

2. Try and find a replacement transformer with proper voltages. (don't know 
how easy this would be). 

The circuit is a superheterodyne with a 6A7 osc. mod., a 6D6 I.F., a 6G5 
tune ind., a 75 Audio rect./amp, and a 41 A.F. amp. The transformer has a 
winding for a pilot lamp, a filiment winding, and a center tapped winding 
feeding 220 vac to each of the plates of the 80 (440 vac total). What are 
my odds of finding a suitable replacement? Thanks for any help.

1. Apparently there is a new R390 reflector? Got the address? 


2. What does the "hit the ??R-390??" key mean? The ?? are weird characters 
on my screen 


3. Most important, driving by garage sales today I ran across what appeared 

to look like a R-390 out of the corner of my eye. First impression was no 
antenna trimmer at top so thought it was a R-390. Stopped to look at it, 

it is a R-391, 8 channels (although Moores book says seven) and these cute 
funny little knobs in the middle of the main tuning KC and MC knobs. The radio 
is in nice shape, no dents or damage, just dusty and a few scratches. No 
repaint of the front panel is needed, lettering is bright and clear, both 
meters are intact and there is a a nice tag on the front above the frequency 
readout for jotting down the 8 channel freqs. 


For collectors of such information, the tag says made by Collins Radio, 
contract 26575 PH 52 93. Serial number is 381. 


Without knowing anything about it I picked it up simply because it has both 


top and bottom covers which I understand are in short supply and I could use 
the bottom cover, at least, on one of my R-390A's, and also a CV-591A came 
with it. Who am I to pass up such a deal? 


A quick browse thru some archives seem to indicate that the R-391 didn't have 
mechanical filters, but this one has a switch, at least, that is the same 

as on my R-390A, ie .1 to 16 KC. Did they make these without mechanical 
filters but with all those bandwidths? Also the Audio width adds MED as well 
as SHARP and WIDE. And the function switch includes the marked SQUELCH 
position. 


This looks like a pretty neat radio, more knobs and gadgets than an R-390A! 


Bad news is no cables, not a one for either the R-391 or the CV-591A. It looks 
like the R-391 needs one of those 4 prong power connectors, which I of course 

don't have, so until I open the rig up to see about jury-rigging a power cord 

I can't test the beast out. But a quick glance inside shows it to be neat 

and clean with no obvious mods. So maybe she'll fire right up. No solid state 

conversion of the PS either, looks like all the tubes are there. 


Anyway, does anyone have any comments/advice on the R-391 and can you point 
me to this R-390 reflector?

Looking for manuals, schematics, any other info on the subject receiver. 
Picked one up at the the Durham CT hamfest today; while it works, it 
needs (at a minimum) serious realignment on the 4-32 MHz range. 

This is a "semi-boatanchor"; haven't completely disassembled it yet, but 
the only tubes appear to the the Nixie frequency readouts. 


Basic specs: 


6 bands, 0.5-1, 1-2, 2-4, 4-8, 8-16, 16-32 MHz. 

3 modes, AM, CW/SSB, and ISB 

6 selectivity positions, 0.1, 1, 2, 4, 8 ,16 KHz (like a 390) 
Variable or fixed crystal BFO. 

Frequency readout to @.1 KHz, has AFC and electronic freq lock. 
Size is 6.5" wide by 8.5" high by 17" deep, runs on 115 AC. 

Back panel BNC antenna input, IF out, USB/AM out, LSB out. 


It's interesting in that, like the early Raytheon solid state/hybrid 
military sets, it uses switchable RF/HFO bands that are harmonically 
related. The late tube sets, like the R-390, use PTOs/variable IFs. 
The later solid state stuff doesn't do bandswitching (may do it 
internally for RF, but not for tuning ranges). It's almost like they 
took the SP-600 RF/HFO layout and built a solid state, digital readout 
version of it. 


Now I was in the Navy for 21 years, several on the periphery of the 
submarine force. Never saw one of these, never heard of the "Water Boy 


1 System". Any details on the system would also be appreciated.

>Been doing the ER audio mods and re-capping a Valiant this weekend and came 
>up with a question regarding electrolytic cap testing. 

> 


>I'm using one of the Heath "eye" bridge type testers and noticed that I had 
>to crank in LOTS (like 70-80%) of power factor control to get an good eye 
>opening on some of the old electrolytic caps. Does this indicate that the 
>caps are drying out? (New ones from my stash check fine with very little 
>power-factor control). 

> 

>My understanding of this type tester is that the capacitor value needs to 
>be "de-rated" by the power-factor percentage. e.g a capacitor that reads 
>80uf with a 50% power factor is really only about 40uf. Is that correct, 
>or am I all wet? 


Mike and the gang, 


The power factor is related to the ratio of the equivalent series 
resistance of the capacitor to its capacitance. Any electrolytic cap that 
exceeds about 15% I probably wouldn't use. If it's a filter cap, it won;t 
filter very well ‘cause it has something like a sixeable resistor in series 
with it. You can spot these as filters with a ‘scope; good caps give a 
sawtooth waveform, and high ESR ones put a spike on the beginning of each 
charging cycle. New electrolytics will read well under 5% on my Heath 
IT-11 RC bridge with green eye.
